The refusal of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
furnish all the documents in the Butler-Keleey 
case leaves it more or lees involved in obscurity. 
Enough has been developed, however, to show 
that a system of blackmailing the mercantile 
community has been carried on, and copies of 
contracts have been submitted which give the 
form of the authority under which it has been 
pursued. The details of operation, however,— 
the manner in which the officials have secured 
their moieties, the names of merchants who have 
been victimized by Kelsey, Sanborn, and the 
rest, and the amounts received by them and by 
the Treasary,—are still in mystery, owing to the 
disingenuous excuse of the Secretary that the 
publication would enable the parties delinquent 
to take steps to evade the operation of the laws. 

The contracts which have been made are four 
in number, and were executed under the author- 
ity of a bill approved May 8, 1872, and intro- 
tracta, and who has personally appeared before

Sanborn, who knew of $500,000 due upon liquors, 
which he was authorized to collect upon the 
same terms. The third contract was made by 
Mr. Boutwell with J. Nicholson Elbert, of Phila- 
delpbia, upon the same conditions, to collect 
$100,000 due for internal revenue taxes from 
certain corporations. The fourth was made be- 
tween Mr. Richardson and John Clark, of Phila- 
delphia, who discovered that $20,000 was due 
the Government from certain deceased persons’ 
estates, which he wished to collect for $10,000 
compensation. 

Having obtained this much information from 
the reluctant Secretary, there are several 
reasons why the House should make its request 
for complete information in an emphatic and 
unmistakable manner.

THE [RON-MASTEBS. 

The iron and steel men of Pennsylvania had « 
geperal meeting in Philadelphia recently to 
whine over their distressed condition. They 
published various statements relating to the 
iron business, including an elaborate one on the 
cost of producing pig-iron. This was arranged 
by years, from 1860 to 1878, inclusive. The 
table gives the cost of the iron on the furnace 
bank per ton of 2,240 pounds, as follows :

This table shows that the advance in the cost 
of producing s ton of pig-iron since 1850, when 
it was $14.25, to 1871, when it was $29.65, has 
been in cost of ore, $6.92; of coal, $1.89; of 
limestone, $1.05; contingencies, interest, etc., 
$1.12; and of labor, $1.32. In 1850 the labor 
received 15 per cent of the cost of the product ; 
in 1871, it received 12 per cent. enormous 
increase in the cost of ore and of coal indicate 
that Pennsylvania is fast losing her supremacy 
asa producer of iron. If her ores are getting 
so lean and her coal so costly, then the manu- 
factarer of iron should be left free to go to 
other districts where these disadvantages do not 
exist, But Pennsylvania insists that Congress 
shall lay a tax upon the consumers of iron that 
will enable her to manufacture the article at a 
profit, notwithstanding her ores are failing, and 
her coal becoming so costly as to render it un- 
profitable in the manufacture of iron. The 
reader will not fail to notice the immense in- 
crease in the cost of limestone in Pennsylvania! 
Ought not Congress to protect that article ? 
The bearing of the tariff on the cost of pro- 
ducing iron, and ita effect upon wages, is well 
shown by these tables. From 1846 to 1858, the 
duty on imported pig-iron was 80 per cent; in 
1858, it was reduced to 24 per cent, and 60 on- 
tinued until 1861, when it was raised to $6 per 
ton, and in 1864 it was increased to $9 per ton. 
The average wages paid per ton of pig-iron 
from 1850 to 1861 was $2.15 ; from 1862 to 1864, 
inclusive, under the duty of $6 per ton, the 
wages averaged $2.16 per ton; from 1865 to 
1871, inclusive, under the duty of $9 per ton, 
the wages averaged $3.68 per ton. From another 
table given, showing the cost of producing bar- 
iron, we learn the prices paid by the manufac- 
ters for the pig-iron. Thus in 1853 the cost 
of producing pig was $14.38 per ton, and the 
cost of the pig to the manufacturer was $25.25. 
In 1864, the cost of producing pig was $20.97, and 
the cost of the pig to the manufacturer was 
$41.40; this was advanced to $68.60 in 1865 ; 
and since 1865 to 1872 has averaged $46. 
From 1864 to 1872, inclusive, the average 
cost of producing pig-iron was $28.12 per ton, 
leaving @ profit of 618 per ton, or an increase 
per ton over the period before the high duties of 
about $9 per ton. Of this increase, Capital took 
$8 and Labor $1. In 1872, the tariff was reduced 
to $7 per ton, and in that year and in 1873 the 
production of iron was unprecedentedly large.

WARREN COUNTY BONDS. 

In the United States Circuit Court yesterday, 
Judge Drummond overruled the demurrer to the 
replications in the Warren County (Ill.) bond 
cases. These suits are of public interest, not 
only on account of the amount involved, but as 
presenting a pew phase of the liability of towns 
and counties on bonds issued by them in aid of 


the bondholders. The cases involved the legality 
of $200,000 bonds of the County of Warren, is- 
sued in aid of the Rockford, Rock Island & St. 
Louis Railroad Company. Before their issue 
certain taxpayers filed a bill in chancery in the 
Circuit Court of Warren County to enjoin the 
Board of Supervisors from issuing the bonds, 
alleging that no sufficient notice of the election 
at which the bonds were voted had been given, 
and that the county officials had acted collusively 
with the Railroad Company in issuing the bonds. 
Upon u hearing, the injunction was dissolved 


by the Circuit Court on the 23d day of January, 


1871. ‘Two days afterwards the bonds were is- 
sued and registered in the State Auditor's office, 
and were subsequently put upon the market and 
sold. After the dissolution of the injunction 
pealed the case to the Supreme Court, where the 
decree of the Circuit Court was reversed, and 
the bonds were declared to be unauthorized and 
void. Thereupon the complainavts filed a sec- 
ond bill, making ss new parties defendant the 
unknown owners” of the bonds, and asking that 
the bonds be declared void, which second bill is 
still pending. 

The Portsmouth Savings Bank of New Hamp- 
shire, and Augustus T. Post, of New York, hav- 
ing purchased the bonds in open market, vith- 
out actual notice of the pendency of the chancery 
proceedings in the State Court, commenced the 
present suits in the United States Court for the 
recovery of unpaid interest coupons in 
July last. The county filed pleas set- 
ting up the adjudication of the Supreme 
Court declaring the bonds void, and insisted 
that the pendency of the chancery proceedings 
was notice to the purchasers of the bonds. To 
these pleas the plaintiffs replied that they were 
bona fide purchasers of the bonds for value, and 
of the chancery suits, nor any notice that the 
bonds were invalid. The county demurred to 
the replications, claiming that the pendency of 
the suits was notice. It is this demurrer which 
Judge Drummond this morning overruled, hold- 
ing that the doctrine of Us pendens does not 
apply to commercial paper, and also in effect 
reaffirming the principle that whenever there is 
a statute authorizing a municipal corporation to 
issue its bonds, and it does issue them, they 
cannot be impeached in the hands of a bona fide 
purchaser. 

THE STEERAGE. 

We have received advance sheets of a report 
on the immigration service by United States Su- 
pervising Surgeon John M. Woodworth. The 
report is based upon a personal examination of 
twenty-one steamships and nine sailing-vessels, 
and an inspection of 8,488 steerage passengers 
carried thereon. The days when life in a sjeer- 
age was life underareign of terror are said to 
be wholly of the past. “The newer steam-vee- 
sels are believed to be quite as well, if not bet- 
ter, ventilated than the average hotel, hospital, 
or other public building.” A combination of the 
two systems of ventilation—the ? propulsion” 
and the suction —Wwould make matters even 
better in this respect. The passengers them- 
selves choke up the ends of the air-tubes, close 
the ports, and willfully disarrange the machinery 
in order to spare themselves currents of fresh 
air. The proposed plan of combination would 
prevent the possibility of such interference. 
The steerage would then be thoroughly cleansed 
of foul air, whether or no its occupants wished 
it. Of the general treatment of passengers, 
Dr. Woodworth says: 


Of the food and supplies generally, the medical care 
of the sick, and other matters going to make up the 
general treatment of immigrants on board ship,” it is 
exceedingly doubtful if 1 per cent of said’ immigrants 
were ever so well treated—fed, lodged, and cared for— 
im their lives before as during their stebrage- voyage 
on any average steamship ; while on some of the most 
recent ones the steerage accommodations and treat- 
ment will compare not unfavorably with the cabin g- 
commodations and comforts of a dozem years ago. 


Tbe main thing needed is to protect passengers 
from the crew. The supply of good seamen is 
rapidly decreasing. Too often s vessel is in the 
hands of a mob, which, when off duty, the Cap- 
tain cannot control. Capt. Williams, of the 
Atlantic, testified that ten good seamen out of 
forty would be an unusually good crew. A com- 
mittee of inquiry into the conduct of British 
merchant-seamen, sppointed at Liverpool in 
1870, declared that men “often obtain AB 
rating though they are incompetent to perform 
the most ordinary duties of s sailor. Many 
masters assert that, out of crews of twenty-five, 
not more than three or four know the compass, 
can steer, heave the lead, or such like duties.” 
The London Lancet declares that 10 per cent of 
the men who ship are physically unfit for duty. 
The recently-appointed ‘“‘ Royal Commission on 
Unseaworthy Ships” says, in its preliminary re- 
port of Sept. 23, 1873 : 

While it is admitted that ship-masters have of late 


has been cut down over 50 per cent within five 
years. Among every thousand passengers on 
sailing-veesels and steamships there were, in 
1867, 11.67 and 1.08 deaths respectively, and, in 
1872, only 5.42 and .45. Oare must be taken not 
to confound these statistics of the death-rate 
per voyage with the annual rate.

The taunts, and some- 
times the blows, uf the free-thinking Reds give 
a not unpleasant flavor of martyrdom to the jour- 
ney. The sacred springs over which the Virgin 
has hovered before the eyes of ecstatic worship- 
ers seem as unfailingas the widow’scruse. Bot- 
tled water from Lourdes has been sent over the 
whole world. It was but a few days ago 
that a touch of it cured a sick nun in Indi- 
ans. Then, too, France must be ardently Cath- 
olic now, for does not ardent Catholiciom mean 
hatred of Prussia? Crossing the Channel, we 
find that the senior Duke of England, the Duke 
of Norfolk, headed a recent pilgrimage to one ot 
the French shrines. A number of noblemen 
and commoners by the hundred followed him. 
Two extra steamers had to be chartered to carry 
the party across the Channel, and the railroads 
ran half -a-dozen special trains. Nothing but an 
almost passionate feeling of religion could have 
carried out that pilgrimage in the face of the 
ridicule of the press. Yet thai ridicule was 
actually courted by the issue of conspicuous 
advertisements of “ Pilgrimage! Pilgrimage 
Our Lady of Lourdes! ! Round trip, £2 Se firat- 
class, 380s second-class.” In the midland coun- 
ties, the Established Church has been gaining 
largely. One of its ministers has been dubbed 
the modern Wesley, on account of the fervor of 
his revival sermons. And everywhere the differ- 
ent sects have been working for the control of 
the schools with desperate vigor.
